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To My Dear People of the Diocese of Olympia: 

First of all, from my heart, I desire to wish all 
and each of you a Merry Christmas and a Happy 
New Year. The first part will come a little late 
by the time this paper reaches you, but it is writ- 
ten before the event, and the whole of the familiar 
greeting may stand as the symbol of all that is in 
my heart and mind toward you. 


I am now nearing the completion of twenty-two 
years as your bishop, and as I look back over this 
period I recount the many blessings. which have 
come to me, and certainly not least among them 
the many and close ties of friendship and affection 
which have bound us together. I pray that these 
ties may be bound all the closer in the time that 
remains. It has been the happiest privilege of my 


- life to spend and be spent among you. There have 


been many problems to meet, but in some measure, 
and in some manner, with God’s gracious help, we 
together have been able to meet most of them. 


Under the law of the Church, as it now stands, 
the fiscal year corresponds with the calendar year, 
and soon all our accounts, diocesan and parochial, 
will be made up for our annual reports. So far as 
the diocese is concerned, there is a threatened 
shortage at the present writing which we are hop- 
ing may be considerably lessened before the ac- 
counts are closed... I have sent an earnest appeal 
to every clergyman in the diocese, asking him to 
call the attention of his. congregation to this mat- 
ter. I am confident that if all our people only 
knew the real facts they would certainly see to it 
that not a single stipend of our faithful and de- 
voted missionary clergy remains unpaid at the 
close of the year. 


At the recent meeting of the Southern Deanery 


of the Diocese, held at Chehalis, I was asked to 


speak on the needs of the diocese, and took occa- 
sion to emphasize as our first and greatest need, 
that of information among all our church people 
as to what work the diocese ought to do and is 
trying to do. In our church organization, no par- 
ish or mission stands alone, carrying on its own 
work regardless of anyone else; that is Congre- 
gationalism, not Church. Under the law of the 
Church, every parish and mission is and must be 
an integral part of the diocese; indeed, in Church 
organization the diocese stands as the unit. 


Now as we come to a new year, my fondest 
hope is that there may be a growing interest in 
and knowledge of the work of the diocese, not 
the .mere machinery of diocesan organization, but 
most of all, knowledge of the missionary work of 
the diocese for which we are all responsible. Our 
field is rich in promise and we might enter in and 
do great things for the upbuilding and extension 
of the Church if in every parish and mission all 
the people knew the opportunities and did their 
part in helping us to meet them. May everyone 
who reads these words earnestly resolve to be one 
of those who KNOW and who are willing to help. 


As one step toward this, please make sure that 
you attend the annual meeting of your parish and 
mission and help to elect the delegates who will 
surely attend the annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese, which will meet early in February, at which 
time reports of our work for the year now clos- 
ing will be made, and plans for the coming year 
will be adopted.

Emmanuel Mission 
MERCER ISLAND 


Rev. T. A. Hilton 
Priest in Charge 


This Mission was started by the 
Rev. T. A. Hilton in the year 1909 
while he was rector of S. Clement’s 
church, Seattle. Services were held 
for some time in a small school house 
and afterwards in a vacant store 
building, In 1910 a Woman’s Guild 
was organized with Mrs. Emily 
Bruns, of revered memory, as the 
first president. The Guild began at 
once to raise funds for the purchase 
of a lot, and when the lot was pur- 
chased steps were taken to build a 
church which was finally erected in 
1914 and the Rev. R. F. Hart placed 
in charge; on the resignation of Mr. 
Hart the Rev. Cameron S. Morrison, 
rector of Epiphany church, Seattle. 
assumed charge and gave as much of 
his time to ministering to the church 
as he could spare from his duties at 
Epiphany. The Rev. F. W. Street 
was placed nicharge in the Fall of 
1920 but returned to the diocese of 
Colorado in a few months. When the 
office of archdeacon was abolished 
in 1921 the Rev. Mr. Hilton was as- 
signed to take charge. During the 
incumbency of Mr. Street a Woman’s 
Guild was organized in the North end 
of the island and services started in 
a school house. 

Church services are held in Emman- 
uel church, East Seattle, every Sun- 
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day morning. A Sunday school with 
an enrollment of 90 teachers and 
scholars meets at 9:45 a. m, The 
Young People’s Club and Bible class 
with an enrollment of 20 high school 
boys and girls meets Sunday evening 
at 6:15 o’clock. The evening service 
is held in the Keewaydin club house 
at 7:45 p.m. every Sunday. The Rev. 
Mr, Hilton has charge of all these 
services and endeavors to be the pas- 
tor of all the residents of the island 
without regard to denominational af- 
filiation. 


The two Guilds have been doing 
splendid service. Through the ef- 
forts of the East Seattle Guild a 
Guild Hall has been erected which 
serves to house the Sunday school 
and is used as a Community Hall. 
Men, women and children united in 
helping to erect this hall ,and much 
of the manual labor was performed 
by them, during the course of its 
erection, under the direction of Mr. 
H. D. Stewart, who has been warden 
of the Bishop’s committee since its 
organization, The East Seattle Guild 
has assumed the indebtedness on the 
Guild Hal} and also is keeping up the 
repairs the Guild also pays one-half 
the rent on the rectory. The North 
End Guild pays the other half of the 
rent and contributes regularly every 
month for the support of the church, 
and also does considerable charitable 
work; this Guild has started a fund 
for the purchase of a motor car for 
the use of the priest in charge. 

A Woman’s Auxiliary Branch has 
been started with Mrs. C. E. Bailey 
as president. This branch, though 
small in numbers is one of the most 
active in the diocese, :

We were sorry not to have had a 
report last month but will see that 
it doesn’t happen again. 

The congregation is very happy at 
the present time over the growth and 
enthusiasm in our Sunday School. 
We have maintained an average at- 
tendance of 116 for the past eight 
weeks and have reached an enroll- 
men of 160 with prospects of being 
close to the 200 mark by the first of 
the year. 

The Bishop was here and confirmed 
a class of sixteen on the 2nd of De- 
cember making thirty-three for this 
year and a total of 114 since the 
Rev. C. S. Mook came here three 
years ago. 

The grounds about the church 
have been greatly improved, by put- 
ting in grass this fall, and shrubs, 
together with new gutter and curb- 
ing on two sides of the church. 


All this through the kindness of 
friends of the church, several not 
members. 


A boy choir is a feature of our 
evening services and helps to solve 
the general attendance problem for 
the night service. 

The attendance at the early cele- 
brations of the Holy Communion is 
stimulated by the holding of corpor- 
ate communions for the _ several 
groups in the church such as one 
Sunday—the teachers and officers of 
the Sunday School—on another the 
officers of the Women’s organiza- 
tions, ete. iW; 

A plan is being worked out to se- 
cure the subscriptions from all 
church families, who can be _ per- 
suaded of the need and value, for 
three church papers. First the new 
“Diocese of Olympia,’ second ‘The 
Witness” and third “The Spirit of 
Missions’—thus bringing before the 
people the news and inspiration from 
the Diocese, the Church in the U. 
S. and the mission field. The recent 
confirmation class has set the ex- 
ample by starting the movement and 
it is being received with consider- 
able enthusiasm. 

So altogether we can report some 
good news and encouraging items. 

The work in this place is particu- 
larly difficult on account of the con- 
stant changes going on both in the 
civilian and navy population. There 
have been over one hundred families 
removed from the church here in 
three years—some of whom have 
been replaced, others not. This 
present year has seen the loss of a 
considerable number of regular at- 
tendants and _ contributors. This 
seriously handicaps us in our finan- 
cial affairs as well as in holding the 
staff of workers. Our Sunday School 
teachers are constantly changing and 
it means the training of new ones. 
But in spite of this we are holding 
fast and will manage to report a 
small net gain in numbers if not in 
finances. 

We have the pleasure from time 
to time of having visits from the 
chaplains of the battleships who are 
clergymen of the church. On De- 


cember 9 Chaplain Parker of the 
U. S. S. Texas preached for us a 
splendid and inspiring sermon. We 
have at present in the fleet Chaplain 
Sanborn of the U. S. S. New York, 
Chaplain Holt of the U. S. S. Okla- 
homa and Chaplain Huske of the U. 
S. S. Arizona, besides Chaplain Par- 
ker of the U. S. S. Texas.

The ladies will 
now be able to reduce somewhat the 
current indebtedness for improve- 
ments on the mission property. Mrs. 

Mrs. Bryan, 
Trea., and Mrs. Hewer Sec. of the 
guild.

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The Epiphany 


The Epiphany or “the Manifesta 
tion” is of Hastern origin. 

The Greek Church originally com- 
bined the celebration (on January 
6th) of Our Lord’s Nativity, His 
Manifestation at His Baptism and 
His Self-revelation at Cana in Galilee 
—all perhaps conceived as happening 
on the same day of the year. 

It was therefore one of the great- 
est Festivals and one of the days 
of Solemn Baptism. The Manifes- 
tation to the wise men was quite 
subordinate. When in the fourth 
century the Roman usage as_ to 


Christmas prevailed in the East the 
Epiphany was observed aS a separ- 
ate festival. Thus it came to pass 
that the manifestation to the Magi 
took such prominence as to obscure 
all else, and in the middle ages be- 
came associated with a mass of 
picturesque legends. These legends 
are innumerable and too elaborate to 
be reduced to the brief proportions 
of this article. But they find ready 
entry into the human mind and are 
apt to take the place of what is 
really essential. é 


How much has been written about 
the Star, about the three Magi, about 
the meaning of their gifts, about 
their journey and the events which 
led them to undertake it. The tra- 
dition of the three kings has been 
popularized by Gounod’s Setting to 
Nazareth: 


“Kings from a far land draw near 
and adore Him, 

Led by the star whose warning bade 
ye come.” 


But are not the great truths of the 
Incarnation and “the Manifestation” 
obscured by the celebrations with 
which we are familiar? 


Christmas has passed from a fes- 
tival to a feast and Epiphany from a 
great missionary conception to a 
picturesque and somewhat, sentiment- 
al pageant which has its value no 
doubt but not the moral and spirit- 
ual value of a great religious appeal. 

In the two manifestations of which 
we think most readily at this season 
we have the Jewish and the Gentile 
World represented. 


Should not those Shepherds and 
that star lead us to the end of our 
racial prejudices? For we are the 
descendants of the Gentiles and not 
of the Jews. The Magi and not the 
shepherds represented us and the 
race to which we belong was a very 
small business at that time! 


The cant we so often hear about 
aliens is no credit to those who hold 
a Catholic Faith. And Catholic it 
is and we are bound not only to be- 
lieve it but to carry it to all the 
nations of the whole world. 


Our Lord came to earth as man 
and His teaching, illustrated by an” 
applied certainly to the conditions 
of His own time, yet belongs to all 
men, everywhere and always. It is 
theirs as truly as ours, for in Christ 
there is neither Jew nor Greek, there 
is neither bond nor free; and it is 
rather singular how impervious we 
are to that commonplace truth.

The officers are Fulsom 
Fisher, president; Richard Wilmarth, 
secretary; Leigh Ingram, treasurer. 
The president conducts the service 
and an address is delivered by one 
of the men of the congregation each 
Sunday evening, followed by dis- 
cussion in which the young people 
alone take part, the lecturer drawing 
out and emphasizing the Church 
teaching in re. The enrollment of 
those who have a percentage of 75 
to 85 attendance and with deport- 
ment of 100 percent is twenty-five. 
Total enrollment thirty.

Advent season has brought new 
life and energy to Christ Church. 

In November, a survey of the par- 
ish was made, for the purpose of 
finding the real, apparent, and pros- 
pective membership of the church 
and congregation. The measures for 
this survey were carefully and 
thoughtfully prepared by the Rector, 
vestry, and Men’s Council. The can- 
vass was quickly and efficiently made 
by some sixty volunteers from the 


church. Results appeared in _ in- 
creased church attendance and a 
greater sense of loyalty to _ the 
church. : 

By request, the rector has been 


giving a series of addresses on parish 
life, these, under the titles ‘“Sun- 
rise,” “Morning,” ‘‘Noon” and ‘“‘After- 
noon” have been especially helpful 
and inspiring to the membership of 
the church and most interesting to 


the general congregation. Through- 
out these addresses the spirit that 
should animate service for the 


church, an attitude of humility, pray- 
erful faith, brotherly fellowship, and 
loving cooperation were emphasized. 
'The church school under Mr. J. F. 
Drescher, as superintendent, is grow- 
ing in atendance and interest. The 
greatest difficulty which Mr. Dres- 
cher meets is a lack of teachers. 
Would there were more who would 
consecrate themselves to this work. 


The Men’s Council, which meets 
once a month for business, follow- 
ing a dinner at the parish hall, has 
furnished invaluable aid to the rector 
and vestry. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary meets once 
each month. At the regular meet- 
ing in December, its members had 
the pleasure of hearing an informal 
talk by Mrs. Gowen, on conditions 
in the Orient. Mrs. Gowen, having 
spent some months during the last 
year in Japan and China, and having 
a son in the missionary field in 
China, gave a graphic picture of na- 
tive life and of the work of our 
church in those countries. 


Our Auxiliary has contributed 
about forty dollars to the Emergency 
Fund for Japan and hopes to raise 
the subscription to fifty dollars. 

The Woman’s Guild is active and 
flourishing. It has a genius for 
work, for helpfulness and for ac- 
complishment. 

This fall, a new furnace for the 
parish hall was badly needed. An 
appeal was made to the guild, and 
it cheerfully assumed the responsi- 
bility of making this improvement. 
By December ist a good furnace in 
fine working order was giving serv- 
ice and was fully paid for. This 
involved much labor, such as giv- 
ing dinners for church organizations 
and holding a bazaar. The church 
kitchen needed renovation and re- 
furnishing. A committee of the Guild 
went quietly to work and now we 
have an attractive, convenient and 
well-furnished kitchen in which work 
is a pleasure. New chairs for the 
little folks of the Primary depart- 
ment of the Church School have also 
been furnished. The work of the 
Guild speaks for itself. 

The young girls of the church 
have also done their part. By candy 
sales, conducted by themselves, they 
have raised money to furnish new 
vestments for the choir. 


The Patton Club, especially de- 
signed for Church students of the 
University, meets every Sunday at 
6:30 P. M. in the Parish hall. After 
a light lunch a class in Bible study 
under the instruction of Dr. Padel- 
ford of the University, is held. This 
club is growing in popularity. 

Hyland Hall, the church boarding 
school for girls attending the Uni- 
versity, has all rooms filled and has 
many applications for board, which 
the house will not accommodate. 

Everything considered, the church 
feels that with the dawn of the 
New Year it finds itself well equip- 
per for rendering needed and _ effi- 
cient religious service to the parish 
and to the community.

The Southern Deanery 


The annual meeting of the South- 
ern Deanery which convened in the 
Church of the Epiphany, Chehalis, 
December 4th and 5th, was small, 
perhaps, in cold numbers, but in 
spirit made itself a part of the 
whole church. The Bishop was pres- 
ent at all sessions and gave a rous- 
ing missionary addréss at the mass 
meeting on Tuesday evening, when 
the church was packed. Mr. N. B. 


Coffman gave the first address on 
Tuesday, speaking of the unity and 
the spiritual purpose of the Church, 
and of the simplicity and sincerity 
which should mark all our worship 
and our work for the Church. As 
Dean Ware has made out a special 
program for the clergy, and Mrs. 
Ware, who is vice-president of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary for the Southern 
Deanery, had made a special pro- 
program for the Auxiliary meeting, 
the two “houses” met separately 
for the rest of the afternoon. 

Beside the Bishop and Dean Ware 
there were present of the clergy the 
Reverend Messrs. Powell, Byram, 
Luke, Pritchard, and Bell, and also 
the Reverend John Place of the 
Methodist Church at Napavine, who 
is a candidate for Holy Orders in the 
Episcopal Church. What secrets were 
divulged or what action was taken at 
the meeting of these men we are 
not informed, but evidently some 
very worth while things were said, 
because the Bishop called upon the 
Reverend Mr. Powell and the Rev- 
erend Mr. Byram at the evening mass 
meeting to tell again to the whole 
congregation the account of the 
splendid work that they are doing 
in the rural districts. And every- 
one was more than glad to hear 
their vivid accounts of what the 
Church is doing and of what the 
Church means to the scattered peo- 
ple away from the cities and the 
main highways. 

At the meeting of the Auxiliary on 
Tuesday afternoon Mrs. Kinzie, Dio- 
cesan President, gave a stimulating 
and illuminating talk on the Wo. 
man’s Auxiliary, telling how it must 
“pray, learn, work, give, and grow.” 
The Synod at Fresno was delight- 
fully reported by Mrs. Keator, and 
one particular incident of special 
interest, when she went with an Ar- 
menian woman to visit an Armenian 
vineyard, which seemed to recreate 
for her the atmosphere and scenes 
of our Lord’s life in Palestine. Mrs. 
W. I. Adams of Hoquiam aroused 
much sympathy and interest by her 
description of the work being done 
on the Harbor for the Russian refu- 
gees who have come there in con- 
siderable numbers to work in the 
lumber mills. 


There was a celebration of the 
Holy Communion at 7:30 Wednesday 
morning, and devotions led by the 
Rev. Dr. Byram at 9:00 o’clock. The 
Bishop insisted that the men and 
women should meet together for the 
rest of the session so that each 
might benefit by the proceedings of 
the others. The first part of the 
program was a spirited discussion 
of Young People’s Work by several 
of the clergy. Miss Powell gave a 
thoughtful paper on The New Auxili- 
ary and Its Relation to the Budget, 
and Mrs. Kinzie announced the Auxil- 
jary special gift for this triennium, 
which is to be a house for women 
and girls in training in New York, 
and a training school for colored 
women workers in Raleigh, North 
Carolina. The whole amount asked 
is $75,000, of which the Auxiliary of 
the Diocese of Olympia is asked to 
give $300. Mrs. Coffman reported 
on the United Thank Offering. The 
Reverend Mr. Powell proposed a vote 
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of thanks to the people of Chehalis 
for all their hospitality which was 
enthusiastically carried, and _ the 
meeting closed with a delicious 
luncheon served at the home of Mrs. 
Whitmarsh. 

Probably the most important ac- 
tion taken by the meeting was the 
resolution of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
to stand vigorously behind the bud- 
get of the diocese and the general 
church. The women present made 
up an offering of $20, which was 
given to the Bishop as a token of 
their intention, with the hope that 
it would grow into a worthy Christ- 
mas offering to relieve the deficit of 
the National Council. We may ex- 
pect this to be the turning point in 
the history of the diocese, because 
what the Woman’s Auxiliary under- 
takes to do, it does, and does gladly 
and loyally as befits our high object.

The Fall meeting of the Southern 
Deanery was held in Epiphany 


Church, Chehalis, December 4-5, 
Dean Ware presided at all 
ference sessions. 
The meeting opened with prayers 
by Bishop Keator, followed by an

address of welcome by Mr. N. B. 
Coffman with response by Dean 
Ware. 


Following this part of the meeting 
the delegates of the Woman’s Auxili- 
ary assembled in the parish house 
for their afternoon session, and the 
clergy with the Bishop remained in 
the body of the Church. The Rev. 
Frederick Luke was elected secretary 
of the Southern Deanery. The after- 
noon was taken up with reports from 
various. parishes and missions. The 
following made oral reports: Dean 
Ware for Aberdeen, Hoquiam, Monte- 
sano, and Elma; Rev. Dr. Byram 
for Kelso, Longview and other out- 
lying missions in Cowlitz and Wabh- 
kiakum counties; Rev. Mr. Bell for 
S. Mark’s, Tacoma; Rev. Mr. Powell 
for Vancouver and missions in ad- 
jacent towns; Rev. Mr. Pritchard for 
South Bend and Raymond. Mr. Prit- 
chard stated that a mission had been 
organized in Raymond since last con- 
vention. The Rev. Mr. Luke report- 
ed for S. John’s Mission, Centralia, 
and the girls stchool at Grand Mound 
where he is holding regular Sunday 
afternoon services. All reports indi- 
cated much interest with more or 
less growth. 

Tuesday evening a mass mission- 
ary meeting was held in the Church, 
the Bishop presided. After prayers 
the Rev. Mr. Powell was introduced 
and told the story of his work. The 
Rey. Dr. Byram spoke of the Church’s 
new undertaking in Kelso and Long- 
view. These addresses were  fol- 
lowed by the address of the evening 
which was delivered by Bishop 
Keator on “The Needs of the Dio- 
cese.” This was an interesting and 
helpful meeting indeed. 


Wednesday morning there was a 
celebration. of the Holy Communion 
at 7:30 o’clock. 


At 9 o'clock prayers were read by 
Dr. Byram, after which the program 
as prepared for the Woman’s Auxili- 
ary was given. The Rey. Mr. Powell 
delivered an address on “Our Young 
People’s Societies.” This address 


was followed by short talks by the 
Bishop and other clergymen. 

A vote of thanks was given to the 
Rector, Vestry and Women of Epi- 
phany Parish for their hospitality 
which was so generously given and 
which contributed so largely in mak- 
ing the meeting a success. After 
adjournment a splendid lunch was 
served at the home of Mrs. Whit- 
marsh. Much credit is due to Dean 
and Mrs. Ware for the splendid pro- 
gram and kindly manner in which 
the meetings were conducted. 

Fifteen parishes and missions were 
represented and one candidate for 
Holy Orders present. The program 
given was interesting, instructive and 
carefully prepared.

The Presiding Bishop 
The Rt. Rev. Alexander C. Garrett 


celebrated his ninety-first birthday 
on Novy. 3. It was a happy day and 
in some respects a momentous one for 
Bishop Garrett, Though he could not 
see his friends in the flesh, the light 
having left his fine old eyes some time 
ago, his spirit met theirs in full 
understanding and his voice, still 
vigorous and full of power, expressed 
to them his appreciation of their love 
and the happiness that fill his 
heart at its expression. 


The scenes of the celebration were 
at St. Mary’s College, which he 
founded in 1889, and at his cottage 
that sits at the edge of the college 
campus. While the anniversary of 
his birth fell on Nov. 4, Saturday, 
Nov. 8 was chosen as the day of gen- 
eral celebration exercises because 
Noy. 4 fell on Sunday, and Bishop 
Garrett followed his usual custom of 
preaching on Sunday morning at St. 
Matthew’s Cathedral. 


Two events of the birthday obser- 
vance features that Bishop Garrett in- 
dicated found a particularly happy 
response in his heart were in the 
nature of tributes to his work as a 
religious and educational leader and 
as a man. At the annual dinner of 
the Ex-Student’s Association of St. 
Mary’s College, Mrs. Anna Martin 
Crocker, principal of the college, an- 
nounced the launching of a golden 
jubilee memorial endowment fund 
campaign for the college in order to 
make of the college a permanent 
monument to the life work of Bishop 
Garrett its founder. During the after- 


noon, while he was being visited by 
a number of Scottish Rite Masons of 
Dallas, in accordance with a custom 
that his Scottish Rite Masonic friends 
and brothers have observed for years 
on his birthday anniversary, he was 
informed that Grand Commander 
John H. Cowles, of the Supreme 
Council, Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite of Freemansonry, Southern 
Jurisdiction, has bestowed upon him 
the appointment as grand chaplain 
of the Supreme Council. 

On Dec. 21,1923, Bishop Garrett will 
begin bis. fiftieth year of service as 
bishop in the Episcopal Church ir 
Texas. Referring to Bishop Garrett’s 
work, Mrs. Crocker recited that he 
was the founder of St. Mary’s Col- 
lege in Dallas, All Saints’ Hospital 
at Fort Worth, as well as the founder 
of fify-five churches. Th» purpose 
of the endowment will be to make 
the college a permanent monument 
to Bishop Garrett’s lifework, She 
suggested a goal of $1.100,000.

A Memorial Building for Bishop 
Tuttle 


Plans for a national memorial to 
the late Daniel S. Tuttle, Bishop 
of Missouri, and Presiding Bishop of 
the Episcopal Church of the United 
States, were announced Nov. 4 at a 
service at Christ Church Cathedral, 
St. Louis, the service being in com- 
memoration of the founding of the 
Cathedral one hundred and four years 
ago, All Saint’s Day, 1819. 

The memorial was first proposed at 
a large gathering last spring to which 
every clergyman and a lay represen- 
tative of every parish of the Diocese 
of Missouri was invited. The Diocese 
decided at this meting to adopt the 
plan, and Bishop Johnson then con- 
sulted with a number of bishops 
throughout the country, who agreed 
that it was reasonable and appropri- 
ate that a memorial building should 
be erected in St. Louis in connection 
with the Christ Church Cathedral, 
the seat for so long of the late bishop, 
and from which he went out to his 
manifold duties in many parts of the 
United States. 

It is planned to start a national 
campaign for $1,250,000 shortly after 
the first of the year, $750,000 of 
which will be used to erect the build- 
ing and the remainder to endow it. 
The building will be offered to the 
national Church as a central meeting 
place for general conferences and ac- 
tivities if so desired; it will house 
the diocesan work of Missouri, and 
will be used to further the tremen- 
dous social service and community 
welfare program of the cathedral, 
which is the only Protestant chureh 
left in the heart of the business gec- 
tion of St. Louis, 

“We desire most of all,” said Dean 
Scarlett, “to erect a living memorial 
to Bishop Tuttle, not a shaft of stone 
or Marble, but a memorial through 
which the work he loved ghall go on 
and his memory be perpetuated, and 
a memorial , which shall remind suc- 
ceeding generations that once there 
came to St. Louis a man who was 
sent from God, and who brought God 
to many, many people, and that his 
name was Daniel Sylvester Tuttle.”

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The Visit of Bishop Gailor 


It was an unusual circumstance, 
and one greatly valued by the Seatle 
church people, to act as hosts to 
Bishop Gailor, the president of the 
National Council, and to Dr. John W. 
Wood, executive secretary of the De- 
partment of Missions, who passed 
through the city on their way to 
Japan. 


The Woman’s Auxiliary service, 
heid in Trinity church on afternoon 
of November 21, was very largely 
attended, and was most inspiring. 
Bishop Gailor paid a very high tri- 
bute to the work and the devotion 
of the members of the Auxiliary dur- 
ing the many years of its existence, 
giving to the women of the church 
the chief credit for the development 
of its missionary enthusiasm and 
enterprises. Dr. Wood spoke princi- 
pally of their mission to Japan, and 
gave a most graphic account, glean- 
ed from the letters of missionaries 
in the field, of the Tokyo disaster. 
Bishop Gailor’s chief mission to Japan 
is for the consecration of two Japan- 
ese presbyters to the Episcopate, thus 
laying the lines for the autonomy 
of the church in Japan. 


On the evening of the same day a 
notable gathering of the church people 
of the city entertained Bishop Gailor 
and Dr. Wood as the guests of hon- 
or at a dinner at the Rainier Club, 
Bishop Keator presiding in his own 
happy manner. Magnificent addresses 
were again made by the guests of 
honor, Bishop Gailor tracing in a 
most graphic manner the great in- 
fluence which Christianity and the 
Church have exerted in the develop- 
ment of civilization on its better 
side, while Dr. Wood drew the pic- 
ture of the Church’s 
and influence in the Orient. One in- 
cident of great significance and beauty 
was the presentation to Bishop' Gailor, 
for the Church in Japan, of a chalice 
and paten from the Women’s Auxi- 
liary of the city. No personal pre- 
sent could have been chosen more 
expressive of the genius of the 
Church’s life than this. Altogether 
it was a very happy day, and one 
long to be remembered by those 
who shared in it.

Meeting of the House of Bishops 


The House of Bishops met in spe- 
cial session in Dallas, November 14 
and 15, at the call of Bishop Gar- 
rett, now the Presiding Bishop of 
the Church. The meeting was for 
the consideration of the resignation 
of certain bishops. and the election of 
others. 


Of chief interest to us in the Dio- 
cese of Olympia was the transfer of 
Bishop Page to the Diocese of Michi- 
gan, and the election of the Rev. 
‘Edward Makin Cross, rector of St. 
John the Evangelist, St. Paul, as his 
successor. -This was altogether a hap- 
py choice, as Mr. Cross has proven 
himself to be a man of highest per- 
sonal character and of great ability 
in his work. The fact that he is a 
son-in-law of one of ous diocesan 
priests, the Rev. George G Ware, of 
Hoquiam, adds special interest to his 


great advance . 


election. It is to be hoped that 
Mr, Cross will find it possible to ac- 
cept this call to the District of Spo- 
kane. The Bishops accepted the resig- 
nation of Bishop Philip Rhinelander, 
of Pennsylvania, Bishop Henry D. 
Aves, of the Missionary District of 
Mexico, and Bishop Henry St. George 
Tucker, of Kyoto, Japan. They de- 
clined to accept, at least for the pre- 
sent, the resignation of Bishop Roots, 
of China, who had resigned in order 
to lead a Christian unity movement 
in China. 

The bishops also issued a strong 
declaration as to the Church being 
faithful to the Church’s belief as ex- 
pressed in the Apostles’ Creed, lay- 
ing special emphasis on the doctrine 
of the virgin birth. 

The Rev. Charles S. Reifsnider is 
president of St. Paul’s College, Tok- 
yo. Dr. Reifsnider has spent almost 
his entire ministry in Japan. His ac- 
count of the earthquake disaster is 
reprinted from the “Spirit of Mis- 
sions” in this issue. HMmmanuel Fer- 
rando was elected Suffragan Bishop 
of Porto Rico. New bishops for 
Mexico and Kyoto were not elected.

Bishop Sherwood Dies 

Springfield, I1l—The Rt. Rev. Gran- 
ville Hudson Sherwood, D. D., died 


here Thursday, Nov. 22, of heart 
failure. Interment was at Rock 
Island. Funeral services were held 


in this city. 

Bishop Sherwood was born at El- 
gin, Ill, Dec. 6, 1878. He was the 
son of David Burton Sherwood and 
Lura (Trowbridge). He was educated 
at Trinity College, University of Chi- 
cago, and the Western Theological 
Seminary, and ordained deacon and 
priest by Bishop Anderson in 1903. 
He was elected Bishop of Springfield 
in 1917 and consecrated that year 
by Bishops Tuttle, Anderson, Faw- 
cett, Reese, T. N. Morison, A. L. 
Williams and Longley. He married 
Lucy Galt Kinney of Staunton, Va., 
Sept. 10, 1902. He was the rector 
of Christ Church, Streator, Ill., 1903- 
5; and of Trinity Church, Rock Is- 
land, Ill., 1905-1917. He was presi- 
dent of the Standing Committee of 
the Diocese of Quincy, and deputy to 
General Convention, 1907-1916. 


Central Council of G. F. S. Has 
Meeting 


The thirty-fifth meeting of Central 
Council of the Girls’ Friendly So- 
ciety in America opened in the un- 
dercroft of the Cathedral of the In- 
carnation here Nov. 8 to 13. 

This was the largest meeting of 
the Council in the history of the or- 
ganization—over one thousand asso- 
ciates and members attending. The 
presence at the Council of Deacon- 
ess Newbold, branch secretary of the 
G. F. S., at Aomori, Japan, of Car- 
men Garcia of Ponce, Porto Rico, a 
member of the branch in the oldest 
Protestant Church in the West In- 
dies, and of Miss Vera Martin, of 
the Canadian G. F. S., made every- 
one realize the international scope of 
the Girls’ Friendly Society. 

Miss Frances W. Sibley, who has 
served as president of the G, F. S. A. 


for the last nine years, was re- 
elected and Mrs. Alfred L. Aiken, of 
Worcester, Mass., was elected as 
vice-president at large. Miss Mary 
M. McGuire was reappointed secre- 


tary, and Mrs. Julius W. Pfau, of 
New York City, was elected treas- 
urer. 


An initial program for work with 
and through the Senior Members’ 
Club group was submitted to the 
‘Senior Members’ Conference and to 
a National Senior Member Commit- 
tee working in conjunction with Mrs. 
Herbert P Woodward, national ex- 
tension secretary and secretary ad- 
viser to this group. This program is 


concerned with senior girls (girls 
over eighteen years of age), their 
individual development, their rela- 
tion to society and ways in which 


the Church may use this group to 
promote its general program. The 
program is to be submitted to the 
general Senior Membership of the 
Society for experimentation during 
the coming two years and will be 
worked through in more detail be- 
fore the next General Convention 
of the Church, in 1925. 


Twenty years ago on Nov. 18, 1903, 
in Grace Church, Newark, Bishop 
Lines was consecrated the _ third 
Bishop of the Diocese of Newark. 
In remembrance of this event, ser- 
vices were held in all the Churches 
of the Diocese on Sunday, the 18th, 
and Monday, Nov. 19. A service of 
the Holy Communion was held in 
Trinity Cathedral, Newark, at which 
the clergy of the diocese and repre- 
sentatives of the missions and par- 
ishes well filled the building. The 
sermon was preached by Bishop 
Stearly, Coadjutor of the diocese. 
The service was preceded by a pro- 
cession of the clergy and lay dele- 
gates, numbering approximately 400, 
from Trinity House to the Cathedral. 
The lay delegates from the 138 par- 
ishes and missions of the diocese 
preceded the clergy, in the order of 
the admission of the parishes into 
union with the diocese. The clergy, 
wearing their vestments, were in line 
in regular canonical order, the young- 
est members leading. They were 
followed by members of the Cathed- 
ral Chapter, members of the Stand- 
ing Committee, the archdeacons, the 
Cathedral clergy, Dean Dumper, 
Bishop Stearly and Bishop Lines. 

A reception in honor of Bishop and 
Mrs. Lines was held by the Church 
Club of the diocese, to which a great 
many of their friends came to ex- 
press their good _ wishes. Bishop 
Stearly presided and introduced the 
speakers. There were addresses by 
Bishop Lines, by former State Sen 
ator Everett Colby, speaking in the 
name of the community; the Rev. 
William J. Dawson, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church, in the 
names of the churches, and Mr. 
George W. Hulsart for the Chureh 
Club. Mr. James R. Strong, in be- 
half of the people of the diocese, 
presented the bishop with a seven- 
passenger sedan automobile. A 
chauffeur having been engaged by 
the Anniversary Committee’s Execu- 
tive Committee, the Bishop and Mrs. 
Lines were driven from the reception 
to their home in their own car, 
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The Church’s Heritage 


To the Children of the Diocese: 
Dear Children: 


In “The Campaign” of June 1920 I 
began a series of letters on Church 
history, I have been requested to 
continue them in this paper; but I 
thought it would be well to reprint 
those already published so that those 
who care to do so can keep the series 
on hand. Nothing will please me 
more than to find that these letters 
are useful to those who read them, 
and they are written specially for you. 


I am glad to write to you about the 
Church. Your parish is part of the 
Diocese of Olympia, the Diocese is a 
part of the Province of the Pacific, 
which is part of the American Church. 
The American Church came from Eing- 
Jand, but where did England get it? 
Well, that is what I want to tell you. 
I will begin at the beginnnig. Look 
up the Scripture references; for there 
is not room to write them here, Our 
Lord founded the Church. He chose 
twelve men for apostles (S. Matt. 10: 
2-4). One of them, Judas, betrayed 
Him (S. Luke 22:3-6).. The other 
eleven stayed with Him to the end 
and the last thing He said to them 
before He ascended into Heaven was 
“Go and teach all the nations’ (S., 
Matt. 28:19-20). They were first to 
wait for the coming of the Holy 
Spirit ten days later (Acts 2:1-11). 
Then they began: first at Jerusalem 
and then everywhere else. In the 
place of Judas, who killed himself, 
Matthias was chesen (Acts 1:15-26) 
and he, with the others, received the 
Holy Spirit to fit him for his work 
Later on another apostle named Paul 
was sent (Acts 9 and 26:17°. Some 
think he went to ancient Britain and 
preached there but we are not sure 
of it, But our Lord promised to be 
with His Apostles to the end of the 
world. By that He meant the Apos: 
tles and those who should carry on 
this work after their death. These 
men were called Bishops and _ the 
promise of Christ meant that He will 
be with them all till the world comes 
to an end. 

Get a map of the world and no- 
tice every part of it which is govern- 
ed either by the United States or 
Great Britain. Don’t miss any part, 
and then remember that every yard 
of that great part of the earth over 
which the Stars and Stripes and the 
Union Jacx fly is under the rule of a 
Bishop of our part of the Church 
which is called the Anglican Com- 
munion. They have the same Scrip- 
tures, Services, Sacraments and Min- 
isters. 

The American Church then, came 
from the Church of England and 
where the Church of England came 
from and how it came—that I am 
going to tell you, 

The Gospel was. perhaps first 
preached in Britain between the 
vears 176 and 208, that is, from 142 
to 174 years after our Lord rose 
from the dead. At least Tertullian, 
one of the early fathers of the 
church wrote in 208 that the Gospel 
had found its way into parts of 
Britain into which the Roman power 
‘bad not reached. That does not say 
much but it is believed to be true 


history. On the other hand, there 
are many stories or legends which 
are interesting and beautiful but are 
not believed to be true. The dif- 
ference between legend and history 
may be seen in the stories of King 
Alfred and King Arthur. King Al- 
fred really lived and fought against 
the Danes; the story of King Arthur 
and the Knights of the Round Table 
is not history but legend. 


‘There is a legend that a British 
King named Caradoc was taken to 
Rome as a prisoner of war, He 
may have heard the Gospel from a 
Roman soldier like the one to whom 
St. Paul was chained and on being 
allowed to return home may have 
taken the Gospel with him. He is 
said to have left behind him as host- 
ages his father, Bran, his son Llin 
and his daughter Claudia. Llin who 
had been a Druid priest was con- 
verted and returned to Britain to 
preach the Gospel. Claudia is said 
to have married Pudens, the son 
of a Roman Senator and, strangely 
enough, if you read 2 Tim. 4-21 you 
will see Pudens, Linus (or Llin) and 
Claudia mentioned together—perhaps 
they were the same. 

Another legend is that S. Joseph 
of Arimathea left Jerusalem after 
the crucifixion with a number of 
companions bearing with them in a 
chalice some of the blood which fell 
from our Lord’s body when he was 
crucified. They travelled through 
Europe and at length reached Avalon 
or Glastonbury in Somershire, 
where Joseph’s staff took root and 
became the holy thorn, and a rude 
chapel was built which afterwards 
gave place to the famous abbey whose 
ruins may still be seen. This is 
the story of the Holy Grail which 
is so touching and beautiful. I wish 
it were true, but we must always 
be careful in reading history not 
to put our faith in things which 
might not have been true. My own 
guess is this: There was trade be- 
tween the Phoenicians in Syria and 
the Britons. Some Christian sailor 
may have carried the good news to 
Britain in a galley going to Briton 
with a cargo in exchange for gold, 
silver and lead. Such galleys would 
pass through the Mediterranean, turn 
to the right up the Coast of Portugal, 
hug the shore of France and later 
dart across the English Channel. 
However that may be the Gospel did 
reach Britain and in due time the 
coming a part of the one holy Catho- 
Church was organized there, thus be- 
lic and Apostolic Church into which 
you were baptized and to which the 
Diocese of Olympia belongs. 

Look at the maps of Europe and 
Washington for what I have written 
last.
